The  Statistics  which  were  so  good  last  year  were  in 
1950  less  flattering  but  the  general  health  v^/as  maintained. 

vVe  ha'^'^’o  been  steadily  devoting  our  energies  to  problems 
of  heo.lth.  Housing  has  received  much  care.  The  hygiene  of 
Food  is  becoming  more  cAd  more  prominent  in  our  activities. 
Infectious  disease  - especially  tuberculosis  - calls  for 
constant  vigilance « In  these  phases  of  Council  work,  we  ma3^ 
clo.im  p r ogres s o 

One  prominent  problem  seems  insoluble  - camping.  Those 
who  are  without  responsibility  glibly  advise  us;  each  knavs 
a remedy In  my  opinion  it  is  desirable  to  limit  camping 

■'■'1  a as  laid^  This  may  be  possible  but  under  oxisting 

la.',  1 cannot  see  any  power  whereby  this  is  practicable.  In 
these  days,  it  seems  to  be  the  desire  of  most  people  to  have 
more  and  more  legislation.  I feel  that  Parliament  could 
wisely  spend  a year  repealing  and  revising  - not  creating  - 
laws.  There  is  hardly  a contingency  for  which  Parliament  has 
ncp  created  two  or  more  controlling  Authorities  - each  meant 
to  look  at  the  condition  from  a Specialist  angle.  The  Local 
Authority  look  on  camping  from  the  health  point  of  -view,  the 
rlanr.ing  Authroity  :''rr.m  the  amenities  angle.  These  arc 
conflicting  controls  - both  bring  specialised  knowledge  to 
the  subject  and  act  properly  within  their  terms  of  reference. 
Specialization  denotes  decadence.  Knov/ ledge  grows  but  wisdom 
tarries.  Ileanwhile  in  the  words  of  Shakespeare,  Hi.iriel  Bay 
air  might  be  deL  .ribed  as 

'■this  most  excellent  canopy,  the  air,  look  you, 
nis  brave  o’erhanging  firmanont,  this  majestical 
roof  fretted  with  golden  fire,  why,  it  appears  no 
other  thing  to  me,  than  foul  and  pestilent 
congregation  of  vapours.  Ahat  a piece  of  v»/ork  is 
ma.nl  ITavv  noble  in  reason’.,..'’ 

Une  Authority  would  control  camping  better  than’ two.

The  Statistics  for  1950  are  not  good.  The  dee. th  rate  has 
risen  considerably  and  the  infant  raortelity  rate  has  nore  than 
doubled.  These  are  distru.bing  facts-.  I agree  that  the  nunbers 
are  snail  and  that  sneXl  variations  in  actual  nunbers  grow 
la.rge  when  v.’orhed  out  in  rates  per  1000  but  eight  lives  lost 
vXthin  a fav  days  of  birth  is  serious-. 
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There  were  121  deaths  in  the  district  in  1950  as  against  90 
in  1949  and  76  in  1948.  The  death  rate  has  soared  to  15.9  per 
JOOO.

1.  Laboratory  Irovisions: 

(a)  Bacteriological! 

Samples  of  llilk,  ice-cream,  water  and  other  foods  capable  of 
causing  food-poisoning,  are  examined  at  the  lublic  Health 
Haboratory,  Conway.  Samples  of  these  are  sent  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  or  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  details  will  be 
given  later  in  this  Report. 

Throat  swabs,  faeces,  urine,  blood  etc.  are  also  exa^iined. 
These  may  be  sent  by  any  Doctor  at  any  time.  Examination  is 
promptly  made  and  Reports  q_uickly  obtained. 
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(b)  Pathological  I 

There  are  now  pathological  laboratories  at-  Rhyl  and  Colwyn  Boy 
Hospitals  vhiere  any  material  likely  to  help  doctors  in  the 
diagnosis  of  diseases  or  the  assessing  of  the  value  of  treatment 
is  examined.  This  service  is  now  being  fully  used  by  Abergele 
doctors . 

(c)  Water: 

(i)  Chemical:  Chemical  analysis  of  water  is  only  done 

occasionally  as  the  Report  can  only  indicate  ''long  tern”  purity?"  or 
contai-iination  - o.§.  it  can  show  that  water  was  contaminated  but 
has  na-j  been  purified  by  sedimentation,  aeration,  etc.  If  it  has 
been  contaninated , it  is  suspect,  as  contamination  from  the  same 
source  may  be  repeated  or  even  increased.  It  is  desirable  to  have 
all  public  supplies  chemically  tested  at  intervals  - say  six- 

month  l^r, 

(ii)  Bacteriological: 

Bacteriological  examination  indicates  the  present  state  of  a 
\,’ater-  \’hether  it  is  novj  safe  or  not.  This  type  of  test  should  be 
made  frequently  - at  least  monthly  and  preferably  fortnightly. 

'Tests  are  made  at  the  Tublic  Health  Laboratory,  Conway,  and  samples 
in  specially  supplied  sterile  receptacles  (provided  by  the 
Laboratory)  are  sent  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  Surveyor. 

( d ) Mi Ik : 

Hi Ik  is  a source  of  much  worry.  It  is  our  most  important  food 
and  may  be  a cause  of  disease.  Thus  there  are  two  angles  from 
which  it  must  be  viewed.  As  a source  of  food,  it  must  be  fresh  and 
palatable.  This  is  the  consideration  that  concerns  the  housewife. 
Until  recently,  it  was  the  duty  of  jrour  officials  to  supervise  the 
production,  handling,  transport  and  retail  of  milk  and  so  to  secure 
tha,t  the  residents  obtained  a vjholesome  product.  This  duty  was 
taken  from  us  and  assumed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  It  v^as  badly  done  by  them  and  I am  told  has  nov^/  been  shed. 
The  ..Wholesalers  are  expected  to  keep  some  supervision  over  farms. 

The  result  of  this  series  of  changes  is  that  there  is  little  if  any 
attempt  being  made  to  maintain  good  production  methods.  Milk  once 
*011  the  tarn*  cannot  be  made  good  bjr  any  form  of  treatment. 

From  the  other  angle  - milk  as  a carrier  of  disease  - the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  still  the  supreme  Authority  and  has 
the  right  to  suppress  any  milk  supply  that  he  suspects  of  being 
dangerous.  Designated  milks  are  produced  under  the  supervision  of 
the  County  Staff  - over  ivhich  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
has  little  or  no  control. 

Tests  have  been  made  to  find  the  quality  of  the  milk.  These  are 
re-corted  later. 


2,  Ambulance  Facilities: 

The  provision  of  transport  for  those  unable  to  travel  to  or 
from  hospital  by  ordinary/-  means  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Council. 

Infectious  cases  are  transported  by  the  /mbulance  reserved  for 
that  purpose  and  stationed  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  CoMvyn  ^ay, 

ether  cases  are  transported  by  the  Abergele  iXibulance  Unit. 

I would  stress  that  this  service  should  only  be  asked  for  when 
■ he  patient  is  unable,  by  reason  of  the  disease,  to  travel  by  bus 
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or  train.  The  service  is  grossly  abused  in  Abergele.  In  this 
connection  the  Car.jps  are  a serious  liability.  The  cost  to  the 
Ratepayers  in  transporting  campers  is  hundreds  of  pounds  each 
suixier.  A much  closer  control  of  this  service  is  desirable. 


5.  Nursing  in  the  Hone; 

This  is  now  a County  service.  The  change  from  voluntary  to 
public  service  has  been  smooth  and  no  change  in  the  personnel 
has  been  made.  Abergele  is  v^/ell  served.

These  are  provided  by  the  County  Council.  In  my  capacity  of 
^issistant  County  lledical  Officer  I attend  at  most  of  these.  They

But  for  then  the 
Cli;  ics  would  have  had  to  be  abandoned  temporarily  at  any  rate.  The 
room  is  inadec^uate  however.  Negotiations  are  novj  in  progress  and 
have  reached  a fairly  advanced  stage,  for  the  occupation  of  bettor 
and  bigger  premises.

The  following  table  shovis  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  ^ibergelG  Urban  District,  It  will  be  noted  that  1950  w©.s  a 
non-epidemic  year.  The  total  incidence  fell  from  281  cases 
notified  in  1949  to  137  in  1950. 

•Ticoping  Cough  was  epidemic  in  1949  - ajid  again  in  1951  - but 
only  24  cases  were  netifisd  in  1950. 

I an  glad  to  report  that  the  County  Council  has  now 
authorised  the  immunisation  of  infants  against  Whooping  Cough. 
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i'aoasles  also  was  non-epidenic . 


Last  year  I expressed  a wish  that  registration  of  visitors  to 
cai.ips  should  be  done  so  that  infectious  cases  inight  be  controlled. 
The  Canp  Iroprietors  have  considered  ny  wish  and  I aJ.i  assured  that 
•'■bey  now  keep  a record  of  the  persons  who  occupy  caravans  and  that 
should  occasion  arise,  contacts  will  be  easily  traced. 

Arrangenents  have  now  been  conpleted  for  the  Mass  Radiograp)hy 
Units  to  spend  a week  in  Abergele  in  October,  1951.

The  following  report,  for  which  I afi  very  grateful,  has  been 
given  to  ne  by  Mr.  R.  0.,  Roberts  the  Surveyor: - 


Refuse  and  Salvage  Collection  and  Disposal. 

During  the  year  six  worlmen  have  been  employed  on  refuse  and 
salvage  collection,  an  additional  workman  was  employed  during  the 
Summer  season  when  the  Camps  were  fullj/"  occupied. 

T\/vo  harrier  Bantams  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  have  been 

used. 


It  was  found  during  the  Camping  season  that  one  of  these 
vehicles  was  not  suffi  cient  to  deal  effectively  with  the  Refuse 
from  the  eastern  part  of  the  district  during  the  camping  season 
so  the  Council  decided  to  place  an  order  for  a larger  vehicle  to 
deal  with  this  part  of  the  area. 

The  Collection  of  House  Refuse  is  made  weekly,  but  during  the 
Camping  season  it  has  been  difficult  to  maintain  this,  hence  the 
reason  for  purchasing  a larger  vehicle. 

During  last  year  an  additional  seven  cajiping  site  licences  were 
issued  v\;hich  considerably  increased  the  work,  arrangements  v\/ere  made 
with  the  Camp  I'rij-.rictor  . d centralise  the  bins  at  the  Cai'-ip  entrance 
this  saving  a considerabi  . amount  of  time  in  loading. 

The  Collection  of  nightsoil  from  the  Rhydyfoel  and  Llaaiddulas 
area  is  carried  out  weekly,  the  contents  disposed  of  into  the 
Abergele  sewers. 

Salvage  collection  is  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  refuse 
collection,  each  vehicle  has  a trailer  attached  for  this  purpose. 

Rosters  have  been  supplied  from  the  Raper  Mills  appealing  for 
'Paste  I'Etper,  these  have  been  distributed  throughtout  the  district 
with  good  effect. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  Beach  House  and  is 
covered  with  soil  from  the  roads  when  available. 

During  the  year  2043  loads  of  Refuse  v^/ere  removed  to  the  Tip. 
4086  hours  w’ere  worked  by  the  men.

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Housing;. 


During  the  year  every  effort  has  been  nahe  to  ensure  that 
all  occupied  houses  were  maintained  in  a good  state  of  repair. 

It  must  be  admitted  however  that,  in  cormion  v\;ith  most  other 
districts  the  housing  conditions  in  parts  of  the  area  are  far  from 
satisfactory.  This  is  in  fact  a major  problem,  and  one  v\;hich  it 
is  not  easy  to  solve* 

There  are  many  occupied  houses  which  ought  to  be  demolished, 
but  the  housing  position  is  such  that 'slum  clearance  Yjork  cannot 
yet  be  embarked  upon,  and  so  the  unfortunate  tenants  of  these 
houses  have  to  exist  in  conditions  which  fall  far  short  of  what 
is  healthy  or  desirable.  There  are  houses  still  in  occupation 
which  were,  in  1937,  the  subject  of  confirmed  Clearance  Orders. 

Apart  from  the  many  houses  which  ought  to  be  demolished, 
there  are  others  which  are  capable  of  being  rendered  fit,  by 
the  provision  of  the  necessary  domestic  accoimiodati on  and  by  the 
execution  of  major  repairs .. Even  this  class  of  work  has  not  been 
practicable,  due  to  lov\;  rents,  and  the  extremely  high  cost  of 
repairs., It  has  again  therefore  been  necessary  to  adopt  the 
general  policy  of  keeping  houses  ”v\/ind  and  weather  tight"  and  free 
from  serious  nuisance.. 

In  two  cases  however.  Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of 
portions  of  premises  which  could  not,  at  reasonable  expense,  be 
made  fit  for  habitation.  In  both  cases  the  occupiers  had  be,en  able 
to  secure  alternative  accommodation  and  advantage  was  taken  of 
that  fact. 

The  number  of  caravans  in  use  for  permanent  habitation  again 
showed  an  increase  during  the  year.  This  feature  should  be 
considered  as  a housing  problem  and  not  a cejiping  problem.  In  some 
cases  elderly  people  have  "retired"  and  cone  to  live  in  a 
caravan  near  the  sea.  In  other  cases  young  couples  have  set  up 
their  homes  in  a caravan  rather  than  live  in  rooms,  or  share  a 
j^ouse  with  their  parents.  There  have  also  been  cases,  I fear, 

'Where  persons  have  sold  their  houses  for  a good  profit  and  then 
made  their  hone  in  a caravan. 

The  time  may  vjell  come  it  w/ill  be  desirable  to  consider  the 
accommodation  of  caravans  in  permanent  occupation  on  special 
sites  provided  'with  the  necessary  amenities  and  domestic 
accommodation.  Great  care  would  have  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that 
only  "genuine  cases"  vjere  catered  for  in  such  a scheme. 


Tem'porarv  Buildings. 

During  the  year  a number  of  new  cases  v\/ere  discovered  where 
wooden  structures  had  been  erected  and  occupied  for  living 
purposes,  no  plans  having  been  subraitted.  The  appropriate  Officer 
y;as  informed  and  the  facts  were  also  reported  to  the  lublic 
Health  Committee. 

In  t'wo  cases  the  occupiers  of  temporary  buildings  were 
given  the  tenancy  of  new  Council  houses  by  a neighbouring  Local 
Authority,  and  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  these  structures 
did  not  again  become  used  for  permanent  habitation. 

The  task  of  sf looting  the  tenants  for  Council  houses  is 
difficult  and  unenviablo , but  consideration  should  be  given  to 
those  "genuine  cases"  v^here  families  are  living  in  such 
appalling  conditions  in  sheds  and  shanties.

Control  of  Caripin^  Sites 


During  tho  year  1950,  there  was  again  a considerable  increase 
in  the  nunber  of  caravans  and  other  types  of  noveable  dwellings  in 
our  area,  and  I estinated  that  the  total  nunber  to  be  approninately 
four  thousand. 

Seven  new  canping  sites  v^iere  licensed  during  the  year  bringing 
the  total  nurfoer  of  licensed  sites  to  forty.  In  four  other  cases, 
li  cences  wero  granted  to  new  occupiers  of  existing  sites. 

T:.^:rv  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  noveable  dwellings 
used  for  permanent  habitation,  in  spite  of  an  appeal  to  the  comping 
site  proprietors  to  discourage  this  practice.  It  is  considered  that 
the  Council  has  no  legal  poviers  to  prevent  this,  although  it  nay  be 
possible  in  the  case  of  new  camping  sites  for  such  control  to  be 
exercised  by  the  x banning  huti©iity.  Reference  has  been  made  to 
this  problen  in  another  section  of  this  report.- 

In  the  interests  of  public  health  it  was  decided,  when 
granting  now  camping  site  licences,  to  restrict  the  nunber  of 
caravrns  to  twentj^  per  acre*  This  is  considered  to  be  a measure  of 
paramount  importance  and  its  enforcement  should  ensure  greatly 
imp  rove  d c sniping  c ondi  ti  ons  * 

On  the  Council’s  invitation,  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  to  the 
Denbighshire  and  Montgomeryshire  Joint  Fire  Service,  submitted  a 
Fire  protection  Report  on  the  camping  sites  in  the  urban  area.  I 
accompanied  the  Fire  Irotuction  Officer  on  his  inspection  of  the 
sites  and  a very  full  and  detailed  report  was  prepared  by  him  and 
was  circulated  to  all  members  of  the  Council. 

There  v\;as  a very  unfortunate  tragedy  on  one  of  the  camping 
sites,  resulting  in  the  death  of  two  women*  I attended  the  Coroner’s 
inquest  when  the  evidence  showed  that  the  two  women  lost  their  lives 
due  to  carbon  monoxide  poisoning.  The  caravan  concerned  v/as  occupied 
by  three  adults  and  two  children  and  it  was  inadequately  ventilated* 
iifter  being  occupied  for  the  night  the  atmosphere  of  the  caravan  was 
so  vitiated  that  it  could  not  support  complete  combustion.  The 
cooking  stove  when  lit  produced  sufficient  carbon  monoxide  to  prove 
fatal.  In  repl^^  to  a question  from  the  Coroner,  I stated  that  the 
Local  -bathroity  had  no  powers  to  prevent  overcrowding  in  caravans, 
and  that  moveablo  dwellings  were  exempt  from  building  byelavjs.  A 
circular  letter  was  sent  to  all  camping  site  proprietors  stressing 
the  importance  of  avoiding  overcrowding  and  of  tho  efficient 
ve  nt i 1 at ion  of  car  a van  r • 

A small  number  of  complaints  was  received  regarding  the 
unsatisfactory  structural  condition  of  certain  moveable  dwellings* 
The  ov.'ners  were  requested  to  execute  the  necessary  repairs,  and  in 
feo  cases  where  the  dwellings  were  entirely  unfit  and  unsuitable, 

I was  successful  in  securing  their  removal  from  the  area. 

The  presence  of  such  a concentrated  population  as  is  found  on 
the  camping  sites  during  the  holiday  season  must  always  romain  a 
source  of  anxiety  to  the  Council’s  public  health  officers. 

Refuse  collection  from  the  camping  sites  becomes  a task  of 
immense  na;gnituds  and  imposes  a very  considerable  strain  on  the 
resources  of  the  Council’s  Refuse  Collection  Service.  Thus  it  was 
necessary"  on  several  of  the  larger  camping  sites  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  refuse  for  collection  by  burning  the  waste  paper  and 
other  combustible  waste  natters.  This  was  carried  out  in 
some'what  crude  incinerators,  and  resulting,  in  some  cases,  of 
complaints  from  nearby  residents. 

During  tho  three  summer  months  the  amount  of  water  consumed 
on  fourteen  of  the  larger  camping  sites  aJ-iounted  to  four  and  a 
half  million  gallons.  This  figure  is  more  than  twice  the  amount 


« 
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fpnsuned  during  the  corresponding  three  nonths  in  the  previous 
ear.  There  are  tv^/o  nain  reasons  for  this  phenonenal  increase, 
nanoly,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  caravans  and  the  install- 
ation on  some  of  the  camping  sites  of  water  closets,  in  place 
of  dry  or  chemical  closets.  To  illustrate  the  increase  due  to 
the  second  reason,  the  water  concumption  on  one  of  the  larger 
camps  for  the  three  surxier  nonths  increased  from  one  hundred  and 
eighty  eight  thousand  gallons  to  one  million  and  thirty  seven 
thousand  gallons,  an  increase  of  SbO/w^, 

What  happens  to  this  water  which  is  consumed?  Its  final 
destiny  is  waste  water  and  sewage.  Some  of  this  waste  water  is 
tahen  up  by  absorption  into  the  sub-soil,  while  in  some  cases 
septic  tanks  have  been  installed,  the  effluent  from  the  same 
being  discharged  into  nereby  ditches. 

The  Council  gave  its  approval  to  the  installation  on  some 
camping  sites  of  blocks  of  water  closets  connected  to  septic 
tanks.  The  added  comfort  and  improved  hygienic  conditions  on 
such  camping  sites  are  undisputed,  but  the  unhappy  effect  on 
the  ditches  must  now  be  admitted, 

Arising  out  of  this  experience  the  Council,  on  the  advice 
of  its  Officers  decided,  wherever  possible  to  refuse  any  further 
applications  for  camping  site  licences  in  the  area  concerned,  and 
also  to  discourage  on  existing  camping  sites,  any  proposal  to 
change  from  chemical  closets  to  water  closets. 

The  installation  of  the  Council’s  proposed  sewerage  scheme  will 
undoubtedly  solve  one  major  problem  connected  with  those  camping 
sites  vjhich  are  to  benefit  therefrom.  Again  I feel  that  I must 
draw  the  Council’s  attention  to  the  orxiission  from  the  scheme  of 
certain  areas  vjhich  carry  a considerable  camping  development. 

Theru  are  a number  of  camping  sites  situated  in  parts  of  the 
urban  area  where  there  is  no  likelihood  of  a sewerage  scheme  in 
the  f oresee*-able  future.  In  most  such  cases  however  the  density 
obtaining  on  the  sites  is  sufficiently  low  as  not  to  cause 
anxiety  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  waste  matters. 

i.Iany  of  our  camping  sites  are  ideally  situated  for  the  purpose 
they  serve.  Camping  and  caravanning,  it  must  be  recognised,  are 
essential  features  in  a coastal  holiday  area  such  as  ours.  Our 
aim  must  be  the  attainment  of  the  best  possible  conditions  on  the 
camping  sites,  and  this  must  be  the  aim  of  all  parties  concerned, 

- the  Council,  the  xlanning  Authority,  the  camp  site  proprietor 
and  the  owner  and  occupier  of  the  caravans. 


Sewage  Dis'posal. 

.Athout  doubt  the  inadequate  facilities  for  sevmge  disposal 
which  exist  in  parts  of  the  urban  area  constitute  a most  urgent 
public  health  problem. 

Year  by  year  as  the  population  increases,  especially  in  the 
summer  time,  the  position  becoraes  more  acute. 

In  the  Towyn  and  Ainnel  Bay  areas  during  the  summer  time  the 
ditches  become  -^ery  foul  due  to  pollution  from  cesspool  overflov^s. 
The  last  winter  season  was  a very  wet  one  and  in  this  area  many 
gardens  were  repeatedly  flooded.  Under  such  conditions  it  is 
impossible  for  cesspools  to  work  efficiently,  and  too  often  the 
water  flooding  the  gardens  and  the  foundations  of  tho  houses  was 
infiltrated  'with  sewage. 
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||»  Tile  acquisition  the  Council  of  a cesspool  emptying  machine 
was  however,  most  gratifying.  The  service  which  can  now  he 
provided  for  those  parts  in  the  area  which  are  not  sGV\;ered  is  equal 
in  importance,  from  the  public  health  standpoint,  with  the  refuse 
collection  service*  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  arrived 
at  a fair  and  correct  decision  in  charging  the  benefitting  occupiers 
with  a proportion  only  of  the  cost  of  this  public  health  service. 

The  provision  of  this  cesspool  emptying  se.rvice  in  no  way  lessens 
the  urgent  need  for  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Towyn  and  Kinmel  Bay. 

The  contribution  of  the  camping  population  to  this  problem  of 
sewage  disposal  has  already  been  noted.  It  should  of  course  be 
borne  in  mind  that  this  is  seasonal  ..  only. 

The  inadeq,uacy  of  the  sewage  disposal  arrangements  for  the 
village  of  Llanddulas  again  became  evident  during  the  suiiier 
months.  The  Council’s  decision  to  considerably  augment  and  modernise 
the  sewage  disposal  works  in  Llanddulas  was  particulary  welcome. 

It  was  pleasing  to  record  that  during  the  year  a modern 
sewagt^  disposal  plant  was  installed  at  Cwrych  Castle.  This  very 
largely  obviated  B-nuisance  which  was  so  prevalent  during  the  1949 
summer  season. 

VJith  regard  to  St.  George  village,  consultations  took  place 
between  the  Officers  of  the  Council,  the  Local  Education  Authority, 
and  the  /agents  for  Kinmel  Estates,  with  regard  to  a joint  scheme 
of  sevjerage  disposal.  It  is  regretted  that  no  finality  was  reached 
in  these  discussions'. 


lublic  Conveniences. 

The  need  for  public  conveniencos  in  Towyn,  Kinmel  Bay  and 
Llanddulas  is  a very  real  one,  particulary  during  the  summer  months 
when  large  numbers  of  holiday  makers  are  present.  The  Council  has 
considered  the  provision  of  this  very  essential  amenity  for  Towyn 
and  Kinmel  Bay,  but  the  consideration  of  this  provision  for 
Llanddulas  is  overdue.  It  may  be  possible  to  mstke  use  of  the 
cesspool  emptying  machine  in  connection  with  these  schemes. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Irevention  of  DajAage  by  Bests  Act,  1949,  came  into 
operation  on  the  31st  March,  1950,  This  Act  imposes  on  local 
authorities  the  duty  to  keep  their  area  free  from  rats  and  nice, 
whereas  under  the.  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1913,  this 
duty  was  laid  upon  individual  occupiers  of  land  and  premises. 

The  Agricultural  premises  in  the  area  are  able  to  make 
contracts  vmth  the  County  /igricultural  Executive  Committee  for  the 
services  of  the  i ests  Officer  and  his  staff. 

The  Council  has  considered  that  this  work  should  bo  carried  out 
on  a part  time  basis.  Because  of  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  part 
time  services  of  a rodent  operator,  an  agreement  v\;as  made  with  the 
Rhyl  Urban  District  C uncil  for  their  operator,  on  my  request,  to 
deal  with  any  complaint  in  our  area.  The  treatment  of  the  sevjers  was 
also  carried  out  by  him.  It’  is  my  pleasure  and  duty  to  record  that  I 
alvjays  found  Ur.  Charlesworth , the  Rhyl  U.D.C.  operator,  to  be 
efficient  and  thorough  in  carrying  out  his  duties  in  our  area. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

/ 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  in  connection  with 
smoke  pollution  from  industrial  premises  situated  in  the  built-up 
area  of  Abergele.  A joint  consultation -was  arranged  with  the 
Regional  Fuel  Engineer,  Ministry  of  Fuel  & Bower,  and 
recommendations  were  made  for  improvements  to  the  boiler  plant.  It 
.is  pleasing  to  record  that  these  recommendations  were  accepted  and 
readily  acted  upon,  resulting  in  more  economical  fuel  combustion 
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H^.rid.  the  abatenont  of  smoke  nuisance. 

Shops  Acts  Administration . 

By  an  asreenent  riabe  botv\;eGn  the  Denbit^ishiro  County  Council 
and  the  Abon^olo  Urban  District  Council,  v\je  administer  the  Shops 
Acts.  On  tho  1st  October,  1950,  the  Shops  Acts,  1950  came  into 
operation.  This  is  a consolidating  Act  and  repeals  the  follovmng 
Acts : - 

The  Shops  nets  of  1912,  1913,  1954  and  1936, 

The  Shops  (Hours  of  Clsoing}  Act,  1928. 

The  Hairdressers  and  Barbers  (Sunday  Closing)  Act,  1930, 
The  Retail  Moat  Dealer’s  Shops  (Sunday  Closing)  Act,  1936, 
The  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  Act,  1936, 

During  the  holiday  season  it  was  necessary  to  caution  the 
occupiers  of  some  Fried  Fish  and  Chip  Shops  in  connection  with 
trading  on  Sundays , 


Inspection  of  l-ieat  and  Other— Foods. 

This  important  section  of  my  duties  can  conveniently  be 
considered  under  tho  follovmng  headings:- 

(a)  Moat  inspection  at  tho  Slaughterhouse. 

(b)  Sampling  of  r/ater  Supplies. 

(c)  Control  of  milk  distribution. 

(d)  Supervision  of  production  and  sale  of  ice-cream, 

iJ.1  animals  killed  at  the  Slaughte  rhouse  v^/ere  examined  and 
two  tables  supplied  shovmng  the  numbers  of  each  t^z-p®  of  animal  ajid 
the  numbers  of  condemnations  made. 

The  ready  co-operation  of  the  Slaughto  rhouse  Mona^jOr  and  of  the 
men  was  of  great  assistance  in  efficiently  discharging  this  duty. 

During  the  year  the  regular  sampling  of  water  for 
bacteriological  examination  was  again  continued,  and  in  all  twenty 
five  samples  were  collected  as  follows.

In  the  case  of  tho  Glyn  Lws  supply,  the  occurrence  of  sudden 
heavy  dovnifalls  of  rain  follo‘/ing  a lengthg^  dry  spell  caused  a 
temporary  fall  from  the  very  satisfactory  bacteriological  standard 
maintained  throughout  tho  year. 

The  control  of  milk  distribution  received  constant  attention 
throughout  the  j^ear.  Visits  were  made  to  retail  dairy  promises,  and 
in  all  forty  tv;o  samples  of  milk  were  collected,  made  up  as  follows: - 


lasteurised 18 

Tuberculin  Tested 18
